The reports of Commissioners of

The year 1927-28 was remarkable for 
a large increase in the number of Union 
Boards. The total number of boards 
which worked during the year was 3,005 
against 2,260 in the previous year; in 
Several districts Union Boards were sanc- 
tioned by Government but could not be 
formed before the close of the year. 


Opposition to the application of the 
Village, Self-Government Act has 
practically died down except in a few 

Toate The change of attitude that 
takes place after Union Boards have 
been working for a few years in a district 
is noteworthy. ‘When boards are __ first 
established there is apt to be a certain 
amount| of suspicion and reluctance to 
stand for election, on the part of 
possible candidates for membership. 
After a few years’ work on the other 
hand elections are keenly contested. An 
unfortunate feature of this change of 
attitude is that defeated candidates 
sometimes set themselves up in opposi- 
tion to Union Boards and try to thwart 
their activities. 

Newly formed Union Boards are 
naturally unwilling to make full use 
of their powers of taxation. Much 
could be done to overcome this reluctance 
if District Boards were able to adopt 
a judicious policy of grants-in-aid, mak- 
ing their contributions proportionate 
to the amount of self-help shown by each 
Union rd; but however benevolent 
the attitude of District Boards may be,

total sum of Rs. 42-5 lakhs. In 
Tippera district in particular there was 
a notable increase in the amount of taxa- 
tion under section 37(b). Receipts 
from other sources brought the total 
income up to Rs. 56 lakhs, of which 
Rs. 35:2 lakhs was spent on establish- 
ment (chiefly daffadars and chaukidars) 
and collecting charges and the balance 
on what ma: ed “ nation build- 
ing” or “village uplift ’ work, 

As was natural in a year of drought 
special attention whe paid to the 
improvement of water-supply and much 
activity in this direction is reported. 
A few boards also constructed or main- 
tained small irrigation works, A 
number of dispensaries were maintain- 
ed by Union Roars and in some places 
a good deal was done to promote or assist 
primary education. Union Boards 
Interested themselves in the construc- 
tion and upkeep of village roads and a 
few boards even went in Yor small town- 
planning schemes and for systems of 
street hghiting. Several Union Boards 
in the Howrah district maintained a 
conservancy establishment. In some 
unions anti-malaria work was engaged 
in. ‘ 

The service of criminal and revenue 
processes by dafiadars was satisfactory 
on the whole. The number of Union 
Benches and Courts is increasing and 
t the year were 
in general popular and inspired con- 
fidence. 

_ Most of the District Boards took m 
interest in the working of Union } Bone 
delegated duties to them and assisted 
them with such grants-in-aid as the 
could afford. ‘a District 
alone not only showed no. interest or 
sympathy but adopted a definitely 
obstructive attitude towards the Union 
xards which were established in its dis- 
trict at the beginning of the year under 
report and refused to fulfil even its bare 
statutory obligations to them—a state of 
affairs which obviously cannot. be allow- 
ed to continue. In spite of this handi- 
cap'the Union’ Boards in Bankura did 
much useful work during the year.

4. The work on the Bakreswar Irrigation Scheme in the Birbhum 


‘district was started during the year. The total estimated cost of the project 


is Rs. 4,90,596. The capital expenditure amounting to Rs. 14,653 was 
inostly incurred on the excavation of a portion of the canal. The scheme, 


when completed, will irrigate 10,000 acres of paddy in an area subject to » 
scarcity. ee 


5. No capital expenditure was incurred during the year on the Midna- 
pore Canal, which consists of two weirs at Midnapore and Panskura, 69°75 
iniles of main and branch canals used for irrigation and navigation, and 
284-97 miles of distributaries. The area irrigated was 78,960 acres as 
against 74,032 acres in the previous year, and an average of 75,322 acres for 
the triennium ending March 1927. The receipts and working expenses were 
Rs. 2,93,161 and Rs. 2,02,245, respectively, the result being a net revenue — 
of Rs. 90,916 against Rs. 25,805 in the previous year. The increased 
revenue is due to enhancement of water rates of leases renewed during the 
year and also a decrease in working expenses. 


6. The Grand Trunk Canal Project.—The project was held in abeyance 
during the year. The question of this canal is under review in view of the 
rapid deterioration of the rivers in the western Sunderbans. 


7. No capital expenditure was incurred during the year on the Hijili 
Tidal Canal, which, with the Terapakia Pass khal, Palaboni khal and the 
khal leading to the Gewankhali lock entrance, constitutes a nase ge canal 
of 498 miles in length. The receipts and working expenses of the canal 
amounted to Rs. 47,911 and Rs, 50,287, respectively, the result being a 
deficit of Rs. 2,376. The fall in revenue is due to the closure of the Tera- 
pakia and Bhaitgarh locks and to the floods of 1926, which destroyed a large 
area of crops. 


8. The Calcutta and Eastern Canals form a series of natural and 
artificial navigation channels extending for 834 miles for the purpose of 
maintaining communication between Calcutta and Eastern Ben, al. No 
capital expenditure was incurred on this system of canals during the year. 
The receipts and working expenses were Rs. 4,63,254 and Rs. 5,81,618, 
respectively, the result being a deficit of Rs, 1,18,364 as against Rs. 2,37 ,596 
in the preceding year. The ne pide is chiefly due to decrease in 
expenditure on maintenance and repairs of the canals. The Sunderbans 
Steamer Route is being treated as a separate project from the Calcutta and 
Eastern Canals from the year 1924-25. The capital expenditure on this 
route is shewn as (minus) 37,464, which represents the receipts on capital 
account, on account of hire of dredgers. The receipts and working expenses: 
amounted to Rs. 62,258 and Rs. 1,76,725, the result being a deficit of 
Rs. 1,14,467 against a deficit of Rs. 54,912 in the previous year. The — 
comparatively large deficit is due to the heavy working expenses for tho 
repairs to the dredger Foyers attached to this route, and dredging shoals m_ 
the Gabkhan Bharani Khal. a 


_ 9. On the Madaripur Bhil Route, which connects the Madhumati and — 
Kumar rivers in the Faridpur district, a capital outlay of Rs. 1,94,867 _ 
{direct only) was incurred mainly on the construction of locks and sluices ‘oh 
the Lower Kumar river and a embankment from Jalirpar to Khalia.

10. The Orissa Coast Canal in the Midnapore district is a navigati 

canal lying partly in the Bengal Presidency and partly in the pabrints of 
Behar and Orissa. The receipts and working expenses for the portion within 
Bengal were respectively Rs. 20,670 and Rs. 36,799. the result being a deficit 
of Rs. 16,129 against a net revenue of Rs..8,719 in the preceding year. The 
decrease in receipts and increase in working expenses on account of special 
repairs to the Bhaitgarh lock and the floods of 1926 account for this deficit, 


. 11. The Nadia Rivers having been thrown open to free navigation with 
effect from the 1st tember 1923, there were no navigation receipts from 
these rivers during the year. The maintenance charges amounted to 
Rs. 51,252 against Rs. 47,614 in the preceding year. The increase was due 
to the increased expenditure on bandalling works done at the Kaliganj 
art of the Bhagirathi river to improve the condition of the entrance 
channel. 


» 12. The Gaighatta and Buxi Khal is a short channel conhecting the 
rivers Damodar and Rupnarain in the Howrah district. The khal was leased 
out for six years from 15th June 1921 at a rental of Rs. 2,000, on the condi- 
tion that the lessees maintain the khal in good condition subject to the control 
of the Irrigation Department. The lease has been renewed for a period 
of another three years from 1927-28 at a rental of Rs. 4,110. 


13. The Eden Canal in the districts of Burdwan and Hooghly was 
originally constructed for sanitary purposes, but it is now used for irrigation 
also. At present the supply of water in the canal is precarious owing to 
the absence of a weir in the river Damodar. This state of things will improve 
when the Damodar Canal, which is now under construction, i¢ completed. 
The area irrigated from the canal was 23,283 acres against 21,560 acres in 
the previous year. The receipts and working expenses were Rs. 50,864 and 
Rs. 87,217, respectively, against Rs. 43,282 and Rs. 77,332 in the previous 
year. 


14. Training Works.—The conservancy operations in the river Ganges 
trom Rajmahal to Goalundo continued to be carried out by the steamer 
companies on behalf of this department. Training and bandalling works 
were ~— carried out in the rivers Bhagirathi, Nabaganga and Dhalleswari 
as usual. 


15. Flushing and Drainage Works.—The Amirabad Drainage project 
in the Contai subdivision of the Midnapore district was practically completed 
and four other drainage schemes in the same district, viz., Panipia, Dhunia, 
Barunda and Hijili schemes were under consideration, but no decision was 
arrived at in regard to them. The Soadighi and Gangakhali project in the 
same district was sanctioned and the execution of the work under Act VI of 
1920 approved by Government. 

The work in connection with the flushing of the Gobra Nala in the 
Murshidabad district and of the Bhairab river in the Meherpore subdivision 
of the Nadia district were in progress during the year. The former work 
was nearing completion. The Nowi portion of the Nowi-Sunthi project in 
the district of 24-Parganas was completed.

In the Burdwan district surveys were made in connection with t 
Satkahonia Irrigation scheme and for the construction of a distributar 
from Chautpore to Joterath, The Satkahonia scheme has since been adminis 
tratively approved at an estimated cost of Rs 4,40,183. The canal will 
irrigate 12 to 15,000 acres of paddy. at eorer 


In the Malda district, the Boalia Bhil scheme has been SDprOpea Biles 
sent to the Collector for action under Act VI of 1929. Several other projec 
“are in hand for storing water for irrigation or for distributing silt-laden 
water where stagnation prevails. Met 


Besides those mentioned, detailed surveys were made and are still being 
made of the more promising schemes in the Bankura, Birbhum and Midna’ 
districts, the object being to extend irrigation from the streams whi 
traverse the andaaier area in Western Bengal more liable to famine than 
other parts of the province. Some of these schemes, when matured, will be 
carried out as Goyernment schemes under the Irrigation Act and others will 
Le undertaken under the provisions of the Bengal Agricultural and Sanitary 
Improvement Act, VI of 1920.
